WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
WRANCE, Match 21.—The Germans 
began a heavy bombardment at 6 
o'clock this morning from a point 
Just south of the Scarpe river to the 
fight flank of the British armies, 
south of .St., Quentin. (This is a 
distance of about fifty miles in an air 
line and comprises nearly, seventy- 
five miles of front.) 

From the same hour on, consider- 
able: firing ‘was reported in the Mes- 
sines sector. (Messines is in Belgium, 
six miles south’ of Ypres, and about 
thirty-five miles north of the Scarpe.)

HEARST: SAYS -MOONEY 
SHOULD NOT BE HANGED 


A long elitorial in Hearst's New 
York Américan says that Tom 
Mooney should not be hanged cn the 
kind of evidence by which he was 
convicted. 

There are two notable features 
about this position of that big paper, 
entirely right, 
for whether or not Mooney had 
knowledge of. what: was going on, 
te évidenes tinder “which he was 
convicted was,- to some extent, |© 
manifestly a frameup. Second, while 
the Hearst New York American now 
comes out against the execution of 
the sentence, the Hearst San Fran- 
cisco Examiner has all the -time for 
a year past been among the loudest 
clamoring for’ Mooney’s blood and 
life. ‘There ts-4 total lack or 
sistency in this which is clearly: char- 
acteristic of Mr. Hearst, who is: all 
things to all men—good water good 
whisky, good Lord good Devil, 

Frankly, the News d6és not like 
men, of the Mooney stamp—they are 
too radical and hurt the cause of 
organized labor more than they do it 
good, but no man should be hanged 
if there is any reasonable doubt at 
all as to his guilt: That is what the 
law says, and that is right, no matter 
who _ the defendant may. be, or 
whether people like him or don’t like 
him. ‘ 

The stand finally taken by the 
American is right, and the stand here- 
tofore taken by the Examiner is 
wrong.. THERE IS. A REASONABLE 
DOUBT, and that being the case, 
under the law, he should not be 
executed.
